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I t was the day Kelly Rutherford 
had been dreading. On Aug. 6, 
after a five-week visit, her chil- 
dren Hermes, 8, and Helena, 6, 
would have to fly back to their 
father, German businessman Daniel 
Giersch, in Monaco, where they have 
lived for the past three years amid their 
parents’ contentious six-year custody 
battle. And when Rutherford noticed a 
sudden ''shift” in their behavior at the 
end of their stay, she started to get 
worried. "They were great the entire 
time. We were painting, horse-back rid- 
ing,” Rutherford tells People. "Then 
right when they knew they were going 
to go back, they got really panicky. My 
daughter was crying, my son started 
saying, 'Mommy, I’m afraid.’” 

That’s when the actress, 46, says she 
felt compelled to act. In a desperate and 
controversial decision, Rutherford 
refused to return her children, despite 
a court order in Monaco requiring her 
to do so, leading to allegations of kid-

The fallout was swift. Giersch 
accused her of child abduction. On 
Aug. 11 a New York Supreme Court 
judge hauled Rutherford into court and 
ordered the children immediately 
returned to Monaco by their paternal 
grandmother, Rosita Giersch. Experts 
say the gamble may have 
cost Rutherford dearly: 

Though she will have the 
chance to state her case in 
Monaco on Sept. 3— she is 
appealing for primary 
physical custody and to be 
able to return the children 
to live with her in the U.S.— 

"Kelly’s failure to deliver 
the children likely bought 
them a one-way ticket to 
Monaco,” says family-law 
expert Michael Stutman, who has not 
worked on the case. 

Now, as Rutherford is faced with an 
excruciatingly uncertain future, she 
says sheTl fight to bring her children 
home. This summer "was the first five 
weeks straight Fve had with my chil- 
dren in six years, since Helena was 
born. R’s hard to describe that to some- 
one,” she says, tearing up two days after 
the court ruling. "My goal is their well- 
being, that they’re safe, happy, healthy. 
It’s scary,” she says. "My kids have been 
through a lot. I’ve done everything I can 
to let them think everything is normal.” 


Fahi Takesh Hallin said, "Daniel will not 
respond to Kelly’s latest round of false 
statements to the media.”) 

The split almost instantly turned 
ugly. Rutherford tried to bar Giersch 
from leaving the U.S. with Hermes; he 
attempted to block her from bringing 
the boy from L.A. to New York City, 
where she had to shoot Gossip Girl "I 
was in the most vulnerable place I 
could be,” she says. "I had a little boy 
who needs his mommy. I was pregnant 
and working.” 

Rutherford refused to 
put Giersch’s name on Hel- 
ena’s birth certificate, and 
the custody battle "became 
a war,” Rutherford says. "It 
was like, 'I’m going to take 
you down. I’m going to take 
the kids.’ He wanted 50/50 
custody immediately of a 
newborn,” she says, a 
request complicated by the 
fact that she was breast- 
feeding. "It’s physically challenging for 
a newborn to be shared 50/50. Physio- 
logically, they need their mommy.” 

By 2012 the situation had devolved, 
and Rutherford’s legal team reported 
Giersch to authorities for alleged weap- 
ons and drug activity. Though Ruther- 
ford denies she personally reported 
Giersch and claims her ex never proved 
he is banned from the country, a Califor- 
nia judge decided Rutherford had failed

Yet for quite some time, nothing about 

Rutherford’s custody case has been nor- 
mal. Married in 2006, the Gossip Girl 
actress and the businessman, 41, were a 
fixture on the New York and L.A. social 
circuits. But in 2008 their romance 
abruptly came to an end when Ruther- 
ford filed for divorce while three 
months pregnant with their second 
child. "I was in love with him, and things 
were good in the beginning— then weird 
things started happening,” says Ruther- 
ford. "People are not always who they 
say they are.” (Giersch’s L.A. attorney 


to facilitate Giersch’s relationship with 
the children, whereas he had promoted 
coparenting. The judge therefore gave 
the exes joint custody but sent the tod- 
dlers to live with Giersch abroad in 
Monaco, an arrangement that was sup- 
posed to be temporary while he applied 
for a new visa. (The State Department 
says he never reapplied.)

After about 80 trips to Monaco to see 

her kids, Rutherford was forced to file 
for bankruptcy and seemed no closer to 
winning back her children. But in May 
she had a brief glimmer of hope when, 
after Giersch refused to let Rutherford 
see the kids unless she gave him their 
passports, a California judge awarded 
her temporary sole custody. That victory 
was short-lived, however, after Giersch 
objected to the order, saying Monaco 
should have jurisdiction, as the children 
now primarily reside there (even though 
that is due to a California judge’s deci- 
sion). What resulted was a game of juris- 
dictional hot potato, as first California 
and then New York claimed not to have 
the jurisdictional right to rule on the 
children, in effect leaving the decision to 
be made by a court in Monaco. "It’s just 
incredible to me, as an American mom 
of American children,” says Rutherford. 
"I’ve gone into every court and asked for 
help for my U.S. citizen children, but no 
American court is protecting them. All I

wanted was for someone to say, 'Don’t 
worry, they’re coming back.’” 

Now, with her children thousands of 
miles away, Rutherford will once again 
take her battle to Monaco, where she 
has a Sept. 3 hearing scheduled. Her 
prospects seem bleak. Following her 
previous refusal to send them back, 
"she may end up with even less than she 
has now,” says Robert Wallack, an 


attorney who used to represent the 
actress. "In the future she may not be 
allowed to have them for these 
extended vacations, and that would be 
terrible.” For Giersch’s part, his lawyers 
are "considering taking different mea- 
sures about future visits to the U.S., how 
the passports are held or whether the 
visits need to be supervised,” his New 
York attorney Ira Garr says. 


But no matter her chances, Ruther- 
ford says she’ll never give up hope. "I’ve 
had to take a situation that’s so bizarre 
and try to keep my kids healthy. I have 
to keep knowing, if I’m okay, they’re 
going to be okay. I don’t want them to 
be fearful,” she says. "My children ask 
me all the time if I am still fighting for 

them I always tell them the day will 

never come when I say no.” •

J ill Dillard and Jessa Seewald 
both had good reason to cele- 
brate; Traveling to Knoxville, 
Tenn., for the wedding of their 
friend and fellow reality-TV 
star Michaela Bates— whose evangelical 
Christian family, like the Duggars, boasts 
19 kids— the two sisters were set to enjoy 
the celebration alongside friends 
and family. New mom Jill was taking a 
break from her missionary work in El 
Salvador to make the 1,600-mile trip 
with her 4-month-old son Israel and 
husband, Derick, while mom-to-be 
Jessa proudly showed off her third- 
trimester bump. Along with their sib- 
lings and parents Jim Bob and Michelle, 
'They are doing very, very well,” Bates, 
who counted oldest Duggar sister Jana 
among her bridesmaids, tells People. 
"Fm so excited to see them all again 
because iFs been a couple of months.” 

Those months have changed every- 
thing for the famous family. Since mid- 
May, when oldest son Josh 
apologized for his earlier 
"wrongdoing”— a 2006 police 
report revealed that he molested 
five underage girls as a teen, and 
Jill and Jessa subsequently 
stepped forward as two of the vic- 
tims— the Tontitown, Ark. -based 
family have watched in disbelief as 
their hit TLC show 19 Kids and 
Counting was canceled and their 
lives turned upside down. "The bet- 
ter part of the last decade has been 
doing their show, and to have that 
removed— and instead for there to 
be this intense scrutiny of their every 
move— just isn’t something you get 
used to overnight,” says a source who 
has worked closely with them. "I think 
the family is still trying to absorb the 
fact that their life has so radically 
changed.”

HAVING RESIGNED from his 
post at an ultra-conservative 
Christian lobbying group 
after the scandal— “I acted 
inexcusably, for which I ann 
extrennely sorry,” he said after 
the 2006 police report was 
made public— Josh, 27, left 
Washington, D.C., and returned 
to his home state of Arkansas 
with wife Anna, 27, and their four 
small children. (Youngest 
daughter Meredith Grace arrived 
July 19.) Although the rest of 
the Duggars have repeatedly 
expressed their forgiveness, they 
have also kept their distance. 
“The situation with Josh pretty 
much sums up the whole 
predicament the Duggars are 
in,” says the family insider. ‘Jim 
Bob and Michelle love their son, 
and they love it when they can 
spend time with his family. But 
every time theyVe photographed 
with him, a story gets made out 
of it that rehashes the whole 
mess, and its painful for 
everyone.

IN THE AFTERMATH OF THE SCANDAL, no one has taken a bigger leap than 
Jill, 24, who moved to El Salvador in early July for a long-term mission trip 
with husband Derick, 26, and their 4-month-old son Israel. Jill ''knew exactly 
what she was doing when she left the country,” says the source who has 
worked with the family. "Yes, it was 'God’s calling,’ but it was God’s calling at 
exactly the moment it made the most sense for her and Derick and the baby to 
get away from the spotlight.” Jill, who, along with Jessa, defended Josh in a 
FOX News interview and said she’d long since forgiven him, has been sharing 
photos of the family’s journey— and her growing newborn. "He has the biggest 
blue eyes, and he’s really tall,” says cousin Amy Duggar. "He looks like a tod- 
dler— it’s crazy!” As for critics who have accused the Dillards of taking unnec- 
essary risks by bringing their baby into an impoverished region of Central 
America, "working with the pastor there and the people in the church, it felt 
very safe,” says Michaela Bates, who undertook a similar mission. Adds the 
source: "They’re not in some remote jungle outpost fearing for their lives.” 
The move suits Jill, says Amy: "I’ve always called Jill my little hippie chick. 

I think this is what she’s always wanted to do. She found someone who wanted 
exactly what she wanted out of life.”

“Jim 
Bob is the one who feels most keenly that 
there is an injustice here,” says the family 
insider. Yet it is the officials who released the 
police records about Josh and his victims 
who are the focus of the family’s ire. “None 
of the Duggars think Josh is to blame,” says 
the family insider. “They had forgiven and 
moved on, and to them now the tragedy is 
the fact that a part of their past was allowed 
to be exposed like this. And even once 
exposed, they truly felt people would under- 
stand eventually and be okay with it.” 
Instead Jim Bob and wife Michelle, 48, were 
also stung by criticism that they did not take 
the allegations seriously enough. (“We 
did the best we could under the circum- 
stances,” Jim Bob told Megyn Kelly.)

A S they’d done countless 
times before, Kathie 
Lee Gifford and hus- 
band Frank sat down 
with close pals Regis 
and Joy Philbin on Aug. 1 for dinner, 
drinks and a whole lot of catching up. 
While Philbin’s longtime former 
with Regis andKathieLee cohost kept 
everyone in stitches, sharing one of 
her signature candid stories after the 
other, ''there Frank was, just as hand- 
some as ever,” Philbin tells People of 
the football Hall of Famer and sports 
broadcaster. That evening, in the 
backyard of his and Kathie Lee’s 
Greenwich, Conn., home, "Frank was 
smiling and laughing,” says Philbin. 
"He looked so good, so strong.” 

Now, just a few weeks later, Kathie 
Lee is the one trying to remain 
strong. On Aug. 9, while enjoying a 
cup of coffee before heading out to 
Sunday morning church services, 
84-year-old Frank Gifford collapsed 
at home and died, leaving his wife of

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29 years and his family reeling. 'Trank 
was a beautiful man with a beautiful, 
generous heart,” Kathie Lee tells People. 
"He lived fully and loved deeply, and he 
leaves an amazing legacy of lives 
touched and changed.” Both Kathie Lee, 
62, and their son Cody, 25, were home at 
the time, with daughter Cassidy, 22, fly- 
ing in as soon as she heard. "This was a 
total shock, out of nowhere,” a source 
tells People. "Frank wasn’t sick or any- 
thing.” The sad reality hasn’t fully set in. 
As Kathie Lee told friend and cohost 
Hoda Kotb during her tearful return to 
Today on Aug. 17, "I keep expecting him 
to go, 'What time is church?’ ” 

The stalwart sportscaster and the 
bubbly morning- show queen were by 
each other’s sides for more than three 
decades. Frank first met Kathie Lee on 
the set of Good Morning America back in 
1982. "She was so alive and adorable,” 
Frank recalled during an interview in 
2006. "Right away, she was so much fun.” 
Already a legend thanks to his New York 
Giants career, Frank was twice divorced 
with three children and 23 years her 
senior, but that didn’t faze Kathie Lee, 
who had recently ended her own first 
marriage. "Somebody asked me if the 
age difference between us bothered me, 
and I said, 'Absolutely! I just hope that I 
can keep up with him,’ ” she once joked

"If I had run 
when Frank had his temporary insanity 
. . . then our children wouldn’t have their 
father,” Kathie Lee later said. Says 
Philbin: "I believe Kathie was always the 
glue. She’s a very strong woman.” 

Kathie Lee said on Today on Aug. 17 

that Frank "died in complete peace 

He knew every sin he had committed 
was forgiven.” With the help of friends, 
she’s now focusing on all the good 
times. "He was an amazing husband 
to my best friend,” Kris Jenner tells 
People of Frank, who was godfather to 
her daughters Kendall and Kylie. "He 
always had a smile on his face and a 
warm hug for those he loved.” Kathie 
Lee is also buoyed by her strong Chris- 
tian faith. "We will miss him for the rest 
of our lives,” she tells People. "But we 
gain strength, joy, comfort and hope 
that we will see him again in the King- 
dom of Heaven.”

W ith 15 gospel recordings, two 
weekly cable shows and a 
prison record for stealing 
$5,900 from the city whose 
voters have elected him four

Significantly, says 
Green’s former attorney Stewart 
Springer, Barton is the man seen having 
sex with Green’s wife, Charlotte, 68, 
in three videos secretly recorded in 
the back of the 
Greens’ liquor 
store, where Bar- 
ton keeps an unof- 
ficial office. The 
tapes were cited 
in the couple’s 
pending divorce 
case. 'Tf Benny did 
do this— and I’m 
not saying he did,” 


says Springer, 'They made him do it by 
what they did to him.” 

Neither Charlotte Green nor her 
attorney Steven Adcock returned 
repeated calls. But Barton, married for 
59 years to wife Mary, 77, defends his 
"good friend” Charlotte and himself. 
"Mrs. Green’s character is impeccable. 
1 don’t know what they’re talking 
about,” he says. "1 do know it’s illegal 
to videotape someone without their 
permission.” Benny Green, free on 
$150,000 bond and facing two to 20 
years, has not entered a plea. But with 
the report of alleged sex tapes recorded 
in 2013 going public just prior to Bar- 
ton’s Aug. 25 bid for a fifth term, "it’s 
possibly politically motivated,” says the 
mayor. "They do this every time 1 run.”

Who’s included? U.S. residents who, between October 29, 2007 and 
July 9, 2015, purchased at least one new uncoated copper tube Lennox, 
Aire-Flo, Armstrong Air, AirEase, Concord, or Ducane brand evaporator 
coil, covered by an Original Warranty (“Original Coil”), whether 
purchased separately, as part of an air handler, or as part of a packaged 
unit, for their personal, their family, or their household purposes, that 
was installed in a house, condominium unit, apartment unit, or other 
residential dwelling located in the United States. 

What does the Settlement provide? An Expanded Warranty and 
Reimbursement Program (the “Program”) that includes: (1) a $75 
service rebate; (2) an aluminum tube or coated copper tube Replacement 
Coil after the first coil replacement; (3) up to $550 as retroactive 
reimbursement for labor and refrigerant charges for the replacement of 
the Original Coil in the event there is more than one coil replacement; 
and (4) up to $550 as reimbursement for labor and refrigerant charges for 
each uncoated copper tube coil replacement after the first replacement. 
Program benefits require replacement of an Original Coil due to a coil 
leak within five years after installation and will vary by individual 
Settlement Class IVIembers. 

How do I get Settlement benefits? You must submit a Claim Form by 
the later of February 1, 2016 or 60 days after your Original Coil is 
replaced by installation of a Replacement Coil to obtain coverage 
under the Program and to request benefits for which you may be eligible 
as of the date you submit your Claim Form. If approved, you will be sent 
a Certificate explaining the benefits under the Program and when and 
how to redeem them. To redeem benefits for which you may first become 
eligible after submission of your Claim Form, you must submit Request 
for Benefits Forms with information and supporting documentation 
that were not already included with the Claim Form.

Who represents me? The Court has appointed Kohn Swift & Graf, PC., 
Quantum Eegal EEC, and Seeger Weiss EEP as Class Counsel. You do not 
have to pay Class Counsel or anyone else to participate. If you want to be 
represented by your own lawyer, you may hire one at your own expense. 
Your other options. If you are in the Settlement Class and you do 
nothing, your rights will be affected and you won’t get any Settlement 
benefits. If you don’t want to be legally bound by the Settlement, you 
must exclude yourself from the Settlement by October 28, 2015. Unless 
you exclude yourself, you won’t be able to sue or continue to sue Eennox 
for any claim made in this lawsuit or released by the Settlement. If you 
stay in the Settlement, you may object to the Settlement or give notice 
of intent for you or your own lawyer to appear at the final approval 
hearing — at your own expense — but you don’t have to. Objections and 
notices of intent to appear are due by October 28, 2015. 

The Final Approval Hearing. The Court will hold a hearing on 
December 2, 2015 to consider whether to approve the Settlement, and 
a request of up to $1,250,000 for attorneys’ fees, costs and expenses, 
which includes $2,500 service awards to each Class Representative 
(Robert Thomas, Scott Patrick Harris, IVIichael Bell, Sandra Palumbo, 
Frank Karbarz, and Thomas Davis). If approved, these amounts, and the 
costs of administering the Settlement, will be paid by Eennox and will 
not reduce the amount of Settlement benefits available.

access to the world’s most enviable 
closet. ''He’s a very good stylist,” Hayek 
says with a smile of Pinault, 53, whom 
she wed in 2009 at La Fenice opera 
house in Venice. "I have girlfriends and 
they get dressed up and their husbands 
don’t notice or they’ll ask, 'Why did you 
spend so much money on that dress?’ My 
husband is like, 'That dress is amazing,’ 
and immediately knows the collection.” 

The Mexican-born actress is now 
a citizen of the world, jetting between 
homes in London, France and Los 
Angeles. "We’ve had so many great 
adventures,” Hayek says. "My life has 
exceeded my expectations, way beyond 
what I could have imagined.” Her latest 
passion project has been exploring 
her family’s roots in Lebanon, where 
her grandfather grew up before immi- 
grating to Mexico, and producing 
Kahlil Gibran's The Prophet, an ani- 
mated adaptation of the Lebanese 
author’s celebrated book of poetic 
essays.

But she wasn’t satisfied being typecast 
as a bombshell and took matters 
into her own hands, producing and 
starring in 2002’s Frida, about Mexi- 
can painter Frida Kahio, a bold move 
that earned her an Oscar nomination. 
More recently, she produced the hit TV 
series Ugly Betty. 

Still, Hayek worried she would never 
find lasting love— or become a mom. "1 
wish I could have told my younger 
self, 'Don’t even bother dating 


that guy,’ ” she says of previous boy- 
friends. " 'He is a waste of time. You are 


going to end up with the best guy in the 
world.’ ” Set up with Pinault by a Gucci 
executive in 2006, "I knew right away he 
was special,” she says. "He’s very power- 
ful but disarmingly kind.” Hayek wel- 
comed their daughter Valentina in 2007 
just after her 41st birthday. "I had my 
child late in life, and I thought I wasn’t 
going to be able to,” she says. 

"It was such an impor- 
tant thing to me.” 
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Hayek visited with Syrian refugees and 
aid workers during her trip to Lebanon 
on April 25 as part of her ongoing 
humanitarian work with UNICEF. 


Today Hayek works hard balancing her 

life as a mom, her career and her 
humanitarian work with UNICEF and 
Chime for Change, which she co- 
founded with Beyonce to support 
women and girls around the world.
